_ More Liberal Leash Law 


Bid To Revalue Town 
Loses By Close Vote 


An "equalized value’ review of the 
town, with a price tag of $140,000 was re- 
jected again Monday night by town 
meeting but by a closer margin than at the 
annual town meeting in May. 

The bid for a revaluation program was 
presented by the assessors with support 
from a majority of the selectmen and 
finance committee, but ultimately 
defeated 372 votes to 354, 

In an unusual town meeting occurance, 
there was a recount on the item. The in- 
itial vote was 371 opposed, 352 in favor. 
After it was announced by Moderator 
William J. Dalton, a voter asked for a 
recount and his wish was followed. 

Assessor Archibald D. Maclaren 
presented the case for the assessors 
stating that the town had revalued every 
ten years and the effort was to maintain 
an equalized program in which all 
residents of the town pay their fair share. 

He said that this program would be plac- 
ed on computer and thus more easily 
adapted to maintaining an equalized 
program. Maclaren also spoke on state 
reimbursements, indicating that Andover 
would suffer no loss in state funds through 
revaluating.

The assessor also noted that it was im- 
perative for the town to do the work, since 
the state would probably mandate it. Do- 
ing it now would allow the town to select 
the firm to do the work more economically 
than is ordered by the state. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen also spoke 
on the importance of doing the revaluation 
work now, and commented on the state aid 
effect, emphasizing that it would in no 
way effect what Andover would receive in 
Cherry Sheet reimbursements. 

Also speaking in favor was Mrs. Beverly 
Darling, a realtor, who spoke of purchas- 
ing her property in Andover 35 years ago, 
compared assessments then and now. She 
emphasized that the program maintains 
an equalized program and said that An- 
dover is a sound community and urged ap- 
proval of the proposal. 

Speaking in opposition were Donald 
Coleman of High street, who felt that the 
matter would be placed on the ballot in a 
referendum state wide, so why spend the 
money now, and Frank Byrne who com- 
mented that it would allow an increase in 
the town’s debt limit, thus a creeping rise 
in taxes. Also, Byrne commented, the 
county tax assessment system punishes

communities ’ high valued property. 
Selectmen Bowen countered that both 
suggestions were erroneous. 

Joseph Cove of Rock Ridge Road, 
another opponent, suggested that 
assessors have records of the past 
revaluations and that any property im- 
provements require building inspector 
permits which can maintain the records. 
He further suggested that all property 
could be updated by taking the 1966 
records and multiplying by a factor to ob- 
tain equalization.

The Andover Historical Society has an- 
nounced plans to build a new, climate- 
controlled wing at the rear of its Main 
Street headquarters, that will allow it to 
function as a ‘‘true museum and archive.” 

The addition will be named for Susanne 
Smith Purdon, whose recent bbequest will 
pay for the constructicu as it has for 
several other improvements at the Socie- 
ty. 

The wing will be strictly traditional to 
allow for maximum security, protection 
and lighting, with a clapboard exterior to 
blend in with the present buildings. 
Because it’s at the rear, it will not intrude 
on the original appearance of the old 
buildings. 

Plans by Architect Walter Eric Kluz 
were approved by the Society’s board of 
directors earlier this month. On the 
building committee are President Donald 
Hayes, Jr., Frank Eldridge, Nancy Mul- 
doon, Gladys Sakowich, Geneva Killorin, 
J. Radford Abbot, Frederick Flather and 
the curator. 

The new wing will be of fireproof cinder 
block construction, and the lower level 
will be used exclusively for protection of 
collections now stored in attics, cellars 
and closets. In addition, the present shed 
areas will be upgraded for fire resistance.

Andover’s dogs can remain relatively 
free following town meeting action Mon- 
day night which approved a more liveral 
leash law. 

Voters supportive of Citizens for 
Humane Dog Control, insured that canines 
won’t have to be leashed at all times and 
can escape the clutches of the dog officer 
provided they remain under voice control. 

Obviously the focal point of the October 
town meeting, the liberal dog control law 
was pushed through when those in support 
cut off debate on amendments offered by 
Sidney P. White and moved for the vote. 
They also opposed any though of post- 
poning the issue until Tuesday night, when 
proposed by Moderator William J. Dalton. 

It had been thought that the meeting 
would extend to two nights, and many 
were awaiting the Tuesday night session 
for action on the dog item. Sidney P. 
White, proponent of a strict leash law 
adopted at town meeting in May and sub- 
sequently rejected by the attorney 
general, likewise had felt the item set for 
Tuesday discussion. 

He had printed amendments ready for 
distribution and had to advance plans for 
not only passing them out, but for presen- 
tation of his case for stronger dog con- 
trols. 

But, he never got the chance to offer his 
arguments. 

After both the warrant article and the 
amendments were read in their entirety, 
Nancy Mulvey moved for a termination of 
debate and taking of the vote. 

White was shouted down in his effort to 
explain his reasons for the more stringent 
controls and informed the voters that he 
felt ‘‘there certainly was no principal 
behind this kind of a town meeting.”’ 

White’s mended version of the dog con- 
trol law was defeated 352-218. 

The ‘‘Humane Dog Control,’ item was 
passed 419-100. ; 

White said he thought he possibly would 
bring the matter back at the annual town 
meeting. 

He said he had no objection to the 
moderator’s conduct of the meeting, 
noting that as presiding officer he had es- 
tablished the rules and followed them. 

Moderator William J. Dalton had in- 
formed the meeting at the outset that he 
would abide by a vote of the meeting 
which moved for terminating debate and 
going to the vote. 

White said, however, that he would not 
have objected to a defeat of his proposal 
had he been given the opportunity to speak 
on the issue. He said he considered it un- 
democratic to prohibit debate in the 
manner in which it was accomp-lished. 

The meeting had moved along faster

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

The communications subcommittee of 
the House of Representatives has recently 
held hearings on a growing controversy 
that may have a major impact on every 
American household. 


The issue concerns national goals for 
providing telephone service. Congress 
must decide whether to continue the pro- 
consumer policies that have brought us 
the best telephone service in the world at 
the lowest cost. 


In the industry, we believe it would be a 
grave mistake to alter a telephone system 
that works so well. There are others, 
however — including the Federal Com- 
munications Commission — who argue 
this highly regulated industry would 
benefit from more competition. 

One solution to the controversy already 
has been introduced in Congress. It is the 
Consumer Communications Reform Act of 
1977, and it would reaffirm the concept

that it is of paramount importance to this 
country to have reliable telephone s:rvice 
available to all. 

Perhaps more importantly, tk: bill 
already has performed the useful fi.nction 
of intitiating congressional debate over 
the future course of national telecom- 
munications policy. 

The bill’s sponsors number 105 represen- 
tatives and nine senators. 

The hearings focus on the fundamental 
principle implicit in the Consumer Com- 
munications Reform Act: Namely, that 
consumers will pay more for basic home 
telephone service if competition becomes 
a national goal for the industry. 

It costs the Bell System an average of 
$16.15 each month to supply the essentials 
needed for each home’s basic service. And 
that figure does not include the costs of 
completing local and toll calls. But the 
average customer pays only about $9.00 
for the service. 

We make up the difference from profits 
on premium equipment, business systems 
and most of all long distance calling. 
These are the markets cur competitors 
would like to take over. They want no part 
of basic residence service. Quite un- 
derstandably, they want to get into those 
markets — particularly the long distance 
market — where their costs would be low 
and their profits high. 

Every penny our competitors skim from 
the revenues used to hold down the cost of 
basic service ultimately will be paid back 
by the average consumer. Basic residen- 
tial rates would have to go up. 

The harshest burden will fall on the peo- 
ple who can afford it least — on those liv- 
ing on fixed low incomes. 

In addition, the Consumer Com- 
munications Reform Act has the support 
of the labor unions representing telephone 
employees throughout the nation. 


One final point: It is not the contention 
of the telephone industry that it should es- 
tablish national telecommunications 
policy. Rather, it is the industry’s view 
that setting national goals and objectives 
is neither the responsibility of the industry 
nor of the state and federal agencies that 
regulate the industry. That responsibility 
can only be discharged by the public 
through its elected representatives in the 
Congress.

The Night Discourtesy 
interrupted Democracy 


Town meeting has often been referred to as the truest 
form of democracy, and it probably is, if conditions .are 
proper. 

Monday night’s exercise in the democratic process 
met all the fundamentals, with the exception of the vital 
attribute of courtesy which was abridged by the special 
interest group in favor of a more liberal leash law. 

Such courtesy was also flaunted by some town of- 
ficials, who left the stage as a resolution was passed ex- 
pressing appreciation to former Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin for his eight years of service to An- 
dover. 

It was obvious from the tenor of the session that there 
was but a single interest — the dog issue, although the 
subject of revaluation commanded a good deal of atten- 
tion as well. 

It was also obvious that when the article dealing with 
a leash law was reached, that those in the audience 
Monday night had their forces well organized. 

Moderator William J. Dalton informed the close to 
800 voters still present at 10 p.m., that it had been an- 
ticipated the town meeting would run two nights, and 
noted that possibly some persons wishing to express 
themselves on the dog issue would be unable to act, if 
the matter was put forth Monday night. 

There was obvious support to go forward with the ar- 
ticle then and there, rather than postponing until Tues- 
day night. 

Actually, voters have no complaint about this, since 
the meeting was duly advertised for Monday night and 
the fact that all business was transacted in the one 
evening simply proves the unpredictability of town 
meeting. 


What happened after the presentation of both the arti-. 


cle proposed by the Citizens for Humane Dog Control 
and the amendments proposed by Sidney P. White, was 
legal enough, but not in the best interests of Andover 
town meetings. 

Proponents of the more liberal leash law, immediate-

ly moved for a vote on the issue and cutting off any 
further discussion or debate. 

Mr. White was not accorded the courtesy of explain- 
ing his amendments or proposals. 

The moderator had indicated at the beginning of the 
session, that the meeting could ask for a vote which 
would cut off debate at any time, and those supporting 
the more liberal law, took advantage of the provision. 

Admittedly, debate on the dog issue would have been 
repetitious, many of the arguments having been heard 
before many times. 

Basically, with the special interest group in complete 
control of the matter from the outset, Monday night’s 
effort with regard to the leash law item was as good an 
example as any of why town meeting form of govern- 
ment is fraught with inadequacies in this modern age. 

We would guess that the Monday session did not end 
the debate concerning Andover’s dogs and that as long 
as there are canines loose in Andover, it shall be a possi- 
ble subject for town meeting action. 

Next time, however, a little courtesy would make the 
decision a little more acceptable. 

And, while on the subject of courtesy a note on the 
resolution concerning the town manager. 

The resolution was presented by Selectman Edward 
M. Harris who said he was reading it for a group of town 
residents, including himself. 

The only other member of the board remaining for the 
reading was Selectman Albert Cole, Jr. 

The former town manager and selectmen have gone 
through a somewhat trying period which came to a con- 
clusion a week ago, when J. Maynard Austin submitted 
his resignation. 

Regardless of personal feelings, it would have been 
appropriate for the entire board to have remained on 
stage until the completion of the reading of the resolu- 
tion.

Dear Leonid: President 
Carter has been in secret 
contact with Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev. They 
have been exchanging per- 
sonal letters. The letters 
have been delivered by 
ambassadors in Washing- 
ton and Moscow. 

Brezhnev has written a 


couple of harsh letters to 


the president. He report- 
edly let Carter know, for 
example, that he didn’t 
like the president’s public 
remarks about human 
rights in the Soviet Union. 
Brezhnev regarded this as 
meddling in Soviet internal 
affairs. 

But in the past few 
weeks, there has been a 
warming of Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations. President 
Carter has pressed for a 
face-to-face meeting. No 
agreement has yet been 
reached, but the obstacles 
have been quietly 
removed, one by one. 

An official close to the 
president told us he 
wouldn’t be surprised to 
see a Carter-Brezhnev con- 
ference before the end of 
the year. 

Hot Air: We have a report 
on the high cost of hot air. 
The hot air was produced 
by the Senate during its 
recent all-night talkathon 
over natural gas. It cost 
the taxpayers a cool 
$10,130. 

The police overtime cost 
$5,000. It cost another 
$1,300 to keep the Senate 
restaurant open. The 
doctor’s office also had to 
remain open in case any 
member talked himself 
into a coma. That cost $503. 


Then the air conditioning 
bill for cooling all that hot 
air was $459. 

The senators generated 
enough energy in one night 
of talking to heat the 
homes of at least 20 fami- 
lies. 

Portrait Prices: President 
Carter has found another 
way to save the taxpayers 
a little money. In the spirit 
of sacrifice, he has decided 
that he can do without 
those traditional oil por- 
traits of his cabinet mem- 
bers. 

Earl Butz, who told one 
joke too many when he was 
secretary of agriculture, is 
about to have his portrait 
unveiled. His painting cost 
the taxpayers $5,750. But 
Carter’s agriculture secre- 
tary, Bob Bergland, will 
have to settle for a plain 
old photograph that will 
cost less than $500. 

Staff Still Stable: Presi- 
dent Carter promised 
months ago to slash the 
enormous size of the White 
House staff. But the staff is 
still as big as ever. Of the 
approximately 600 mem- 
bers of Carter’s staff, only 
14 occupy legally estab- 
lished positions. 

Each year, the White 
House asks Congress for 
staff funding. In the past, 
however, the money has 
been badly misused. For 
example, Richard Nixon 
used the cash to pay the 
White House plumbers. 

A bill in Congress would 
slash the size of the White 
House staff by about 70 
percent. Carter, our 
sources say, is worried 
about the proposed staff

Laurie Fox, of the Citizens of Humane 
Dog Control, then read the entire article 
as it appeared in the warrant to clear up 
any legal problems. 

William VanN Washburn then addressed 
the meeting, Stating that the dog control 
low as proposed has provisions for what 
seems to be a particular problem in An- 
dover, dogs breaking open trash bags. 

He said that such canine offenders can 
be picked up and their owners fined, 
provided the dog officer is reasonably 
assured that the dog has committed the 
offense. 

Washburn also said that Andover is the 
second largest town in the state and felt it 
was too bad to have dogs leashed all the 
time. He noted that he jogs daily with his 
dog and on Monday morning had been out 
at ‘6:30 jogging with Vicki which I enjoy 
very much but would find it difficult to do 
with the dog on a six foot leash.”’ 

White then had his amendment read by 
Marion Hill. 

He began to explain that the amended 
version was similar to that which was 
presented in May at the annual meeting. 

As for the attorney general’s opinion, 
Moderator Dalton said he had checked and 
been informed that the amendment would 
be approved, if passed. 

It was then that the debate was ter- 
minated and the vote taken.
